A RAGING RIVER. 


The Licking Overflows and Does Great 
Damage at Cincinnati. 

CINCINNATI, August 1.—Shortly before 
noon to-day the Licking River at its mouth 
opposite this city began to assume alarming 
proportions. The rise from above came out 
into the low water of the Ohio with such 
vehemence as to cause much damage; 
It was impossible to keep the barges tied 
along the shore from the angry flood. Every- 
thing was swept from Swift’s Landing, in- 
cluding ten barges of coal, ten of coke, one of 
stone and one empty barge. Dana’s coal 
fleet suffered the loss of ten barges, four of 
which struek the pier of the railroad bridge 
and sunk. Gatchell lost a boat-house.§ Chas. 
Opinks lost a boat load of cinders and two 
barges of stone. C. Brosomer lost one empty 
barge and one float. The hull of the old 
steamboat Champion No. 6 was torn 
from her moorings and sunk. The boating 
house of Chas. Farber and a number of 
skiffs were carried down the river, also the 
pleasure boat May Bee. Coal boats from 
Blick’s and from iteman’s landings were 
also carried down. Linsey’s saw-mill lost a 
large number of logs. The total loss is 
roughly estimated at $50,000. The river has 
risen over twenty-five feet since last night 
and is still running out with great fury. 

VERY WET WEATHER. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., August 1.—The rainfall 
as shown by the records of the Signal Service 
of this city for the months of Juneand 
July is in marked contrast with 
that for the same period of last 
year. During the two months ending yester- 
day 9.61 inches fell, and there was rain on 
thirty-six out of sixty-one days. During the 
same months of last year there was rain on 
but fifteen days, and the total rainfall 
amounted to but 5.96 inches. The contrast in 
temperature of the two periods is equally 
marked. 

The steamers on this side of the river at 
the landing were subject to the violence of 
the current. The steamer Franklin and Jen- 
nie Campbell got up steam and crossed 
to the Kentucky shore. The steamer Vint 
Shinkle remained at the wharf and was struck 
by a floating barge and had a hole thirty feet 
or forty feet long broken into her side above 
the water-line near the stern.

Laughlin Will Not Entertain 
Kring’s Case at All.

Several Murder Cases Before the Court 
—Adijourned. 


The Criminal Court met fora few hours 
this morning and disposed ofa large amount 
of business. The first question taken up 
was the Kring bond question. A few weeks 
ago Kripg’s attorneys moved tbe release of 
their client on bail, but Judge Laugblin raisea 


the point that on the trial of Kring 
the defendant bad on effidavit disqualited 
him from passing on the evidence. ‘To meet 
this Kring made application through his at- 
torneys, Messrs. Seward and Jones, to with- 
draw the affidavits disqualifyiag Laughlin. 
The question of the presiding regular Judge’s 
jurisdiction was taken under advisement aad 
thie morning passed upon. Judge 
Laughiiu said he did not believe be had juris- 
diction to entertain any motion to release 
Kring on bond, and accordingly be dismissed 
the motion. His attorneys will apply to the 
Court of Appeals for a writ of habeas corpus 
on behalf of their client, who they believe 
should be admitted to bail in view of the 
present presumptive condition of the case. 
LUCKY MAT LEWIS, 

the colored murderer, who killed his wife 
and has had ibree trials, was te-day granted 
anotber new trial. His case promises to 
rival Kring’s. On October 15, 1876, Lewis 
killed his wife at 817 Market street, where 


William Ward afterwards killed Annie 
Lewis. At dis last trial the de- 
fendant resorted to Sam Weller’s sure 
defense of analibi. To make this strong, 


several negroes, who claimed they were in 
Lewis’ company at Washington, Mo., about 
the date of the killing, were placed on the 
stand. When excused they were piaced un- 


der arrest onthe charge of perjury in the 
presence of the jury, the mem- 
bers of v bich were certainly 


influenced by such a proceeding. A motion 
for a new trial, based on this ground, was 
granted by Judge Laughlin to-day. The case 
was set fur September 10.

Messrs. McCormick 4 Co. propose to fight 
it out on this rule and punish the parties who 
sold oate that they didn t have.

THE CHICAGO CORNER. 


A Great ‘Amount of Trouble in 
Straightening Out the Deals. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, ILL., August 1.—The fever of 


speculation has cooled off perceptibly since 


the deal ip No. 2 spring 
wheat has passed from specula- 
tion to arbitration. The brokers who 


served the clique this morning asked for a 
committee to fixa settling price upon de- 
faulted contracts. President Dunham, hav- 
ing an interest in the deal, declined to exer- 
cise the appointing power,and the committee 
will be named dy the Directors at a 
meeting this afternoon. Which way the ar- 
bitrators will lean is almost as much a matter 
of uncertainty as the findirg of a petit 
jury. The settling of the April 
and June deals bas furnished 
conspicuous proof of how widely honestly 


intending men may differ. The clique bas an 
advantage in the circumstance that a consid- 
erable quantity of spring wheat was settled 
for by the sellers at $1 36, the 
best quotations of yesterday. The ciaim is 
that several millioas of bushels were thus 
taken out of the arena of arbitration, the 
sellers preferring to cash up like men rather 
than avail themselves of the shifts 
corner rules. These sellers, however, are 
speculators on the Milwaukee and Detroit 
exchanges. The St. Louis people, who sold 
a majority of the cornered No. 2 spring, 
made an offer of No. 2 winter and claim 
the differences. It is safe to say 
that they will not abide by any finding of the 
Arbitration Committee that fixes tbe price at 
higher than $115, and they will employ all 
their eloquence and cunning to persuade 
the arbitrators that No. 2 spring should not 
have gone over one dollar. The argument 
that Milwaukee mensettied at high figures 
will de against them, but they 
be able to prove that 
these settle ts were made in 
no better faith than the Wash“ bids, which 
ran the (wheat 36 cents bigher than better 
qualities of grain eommanded. The 
oats deal is in the same predicament, buyers 
demanding a dettling committee. lt 
ls rather more a matter of interest to the 
street than the other, from the fact that men 
less to bear the losses may be 
heavily bit. No firms or individuals have 
gone under as yet. The tone of the market 
was stronger this morning, and August 
wheat, opening at 96%@97, reached 97%. 
and did not fall below the opening price, not- 
withstanding the fact that 579 carioads were 
received and inspected. Corn and oats both 
8 and prices were generally sus - 
tained.

The Original Bootblacks. 

From the Boston Traveller. 
We believe New York claims to be the 
place where the street bootbiack first ap- 
peared, but the professional bootblack is es- 
sentially a Boston institution. At first the 
business was associated with window-wash- 
iug, chimney-sweeping, clothes cleaning, and 
waiting and tending, aad the principal locall- 
ties were Lindell street, now Exchange 
place, Franklin avenue and Brattie street. In 
time, however, it became a distinct branch, 
and many of the bootblacks of that da . 
quired a handsomé independence and be- 
came real estate holders. The custom then 
was to call at che bomes of the gentry, take 
the boots and shoes, string them on long 
poles and carry them to their respective 
places of business, polish and retura thém at 
an early hour next day. These poles would 
hold a dozen or more pairs, and it Wasa 
novel sight to see the bootblacks passing to 
and fro. The boots were almost invariably 
blacked on a tree last. Most of the biacking 
was done by the week or month, and the bills 
sent in were a curiosity intheir way. But 
those were good old times. The voot-polisher

boots marked his social standing ae mug 
the cut and quality of his coat, the style of 
his beaver, or the perfection of his inen.

AN OLD MAN’s LOVE. 


Rearing and Educating a Beautiful 
Girl Who Loved Another. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

A singular life history was involved in an 
adjudication filed yesterday by Judge Ash - 

man, of the Orphans’ Court, in the estate of 

Jobu Naulty, deceased. Mr. Naultyx was 

widely known iu business circles in North 

and South America andin Europe. He died 
in Buenos Ayres in January, 1879, leaving an 
estate valued at half a million dollars, all 
accumulated by the labor of hisown hands. 
He came to this country from Ireland about 
sixty years ago. He was but a boy seeking 
his fortune. He apprenticed himself to a 
tanner inthis city. Before he was of age his 
master failed and he was adrift again. His 
master conceived the idea of going into South 
America to engage in traffic in hides 
and wool, Young Naulty ac- 
companied him. When Naulty 
came back to Philadelphia he said that he had 
been successful beyond his hopes. He de- 
posited as a nest-egg $50 of his savings, and 
went South again with a decent working 
capital. He engaged regularly in the work of 
cattle raising and wool gand hide exporting. 
In time de purchased a sheep ranche in 
Buenos Ayres, miles in extent, and employed 
a Philadelphian to superintend the rearing 
of bis flocks. His brother, named Domnick, 
and his mother arrived in this country about 
twelve years after John. The latter, who 
was then growing rich, sent a generous draft 
to his brother, with instructions to buy a 
home for his mother. A home was purchased 
in West Philadelphia, and Domnick and his 
mother lived there togetner until a few years 
ago, when Mrs. Naulty moved to Greensburg, 
where she died in ner ninety-seventh year, 

THE LOVE STORY. 

Johd Naulty came north only at intervals of 
years. He did not remain in this city at any 
time foralonger period than four months, 
except during the Centennial year. „ He 
quietly purchased considerable real estate 
here, however, that now has grown to be 
worth about $70,000. He acquired consider- 
able property in New York also, and in other 
cities. He made frequent trips to Europe. 
both for business and pleasure. He was 
identified with the house of 8. B. Hale & Co., 
and bis visits north were frequently to con- 
anit them. His bankers were W. W. De 
Forest & Co., of New York, to whom he sent 
large sum for investment. At the time of 
bis death they held in his his name $120,000 
in Government securities. He was a man of 
great reticence and few were acquainted 
witb bis affairs. He conducted all his busi- 
nes mattters, however, with the nicest 
method and the most scrupulous regard for 
right, When he lay upon his death-bed he 
said: “ZI owe no man a dollar, save for ser- 
vice in this, my last illness.” 

He lived altogether in Buenos Ayres about 
forty-three years. He bad no relatives there, 
but many friends, and he always spoke of it 
as home, and even when here with his 
mother and among his kindred, longed to get 
back. He never married, but his life was 
not without its episode of love. Years ago 
he educated a beautiful girl who was to be 
bis bride. He sent ber abroad to the finest 
schools. She ripened into an accomplished 
as well as beautiful woman. Then he came 
to claim fulfil'ment of her promise. His hair 
was gray; be might have been his affianced’s 
father. Another face had passed before his 
ageing countenance. His bride-elect could 
never fulfill her pledge. 

HIS MANY ADVENTURES. 

She had met anotber, younger, fairer. She 
bad fallen in love with him. She was to marry 
bim, though he had not a dollar. The old man 
gave up all his claim. Marry.“ he said, 
and God bless you.“ When his will was 
opened the name of the bride, whom he had 
educated for another, was found there,kindly 
remembered. 

He was wandering always. He was ship- 
wrecked many times, He lost as well as 
made fortunes. Ina letterto Mrs. William 
Conn, of 659 North Fifth street, a cousin to 
whom he was much attached, he once wrote: 
Jam sitting upon the shore at Montevideo, 
looking ataship and cargo in which my all 
is invested, burning to the water’s edge. 
Some drunken sailors have recklessly caused 
this disaster. If my insurances in London 
have not been effected then I do not own the 
coat on my back. 

The insurances, however, were all right, 
and theruin which seemed to be impending 
was averted. Once he was stricken down in 
the street of Rio Janiero with typhoid fever. 
He was known to no one. Charles J. Harrah, 
the well-known humanitarian of this city, 
was in the city, and, learning that the 
stricken man was an American or a European, 
hastened to his assistance. He learned the 
sick man’s name from a bill of exchange 
which he found in the man’s hat-band. The 
bill was drawn on an English bank, and calied 
for £6,000.

He sailed just on bis sixty-third birthday, 
in a furious storm. The voyage was unusual - 
ly long, and when Mr. Naulty arrived at 
Buenos Ayres his health was shattered. He 
recovered somewhat, but soon declined 
again, and ina year he died. He was buried

Some of them can 
write with a type-writing machine as 
fast as the most expert penmen, and they will 
keep it up longer than is customary with the 
pen. It is now quite common for stenogra- 
phers in the law courts to dictate their notes 
ofthe testimony to type-writers, who at 
one operation produce copies for both coun- 
sel and the court. The swiftness and ex- 
actness with which the work is done is mar- 
velous. 

Preliminary education—above all, the ca- 
pacity to spell well and promptiy—is a 
requisite with the expert type- writer. There 
area number of firms of women who do 
type-writing for lawyers and others.

Talking to- 
day with his physician and son-in-law, Dr. 
Ridley, I learned the details of the case as 
now presented. The patientis put to sleep 
every night about eignt o’clock with a hypo- 
dermic injection of morphive, and does not 
awake until eleven o’clock the following 
morning. He is then assisted to dress, and 
sits during the day in an easy-chair, placed 
near the window of a pavilion attached to 
the north side of his residence, with a win- 
dow and door opening to the east on a ver- 
anda. ‘There he sits the whole day, the sub- 
ject of the most assiduous attentions from his 
devoted family. He reads a little in the news- 
papers, his mail and some devotionai works, 
writes down his passing impressions, indites 
letters and communicates with those to whom 
his almost inarticulate murmurings are un- 
intelligible. 

Three grains of morphine are administered 
daily,the patient never being allowed to come 
thoroughly from under the influence. His 
food consists of milk, into which the yolks of 
eggs have been beaten and a little whisky 
added. About three quarts of this mixture is 
passed into the patient’s stomach every day 
through a tube, no portion of the fluid touch- 
ing his palate. The cancer, for such it is ac- 
knowledged to be by ail but those who have 
not had any connection with the case, has de- 
stroyed ali the tissues of his throat and 
mouth on theleft side, as wellas the lower 
jaw or sub-maxiilary bone.

EL JEHAD. 

The situation in Egypt is not devoid cf its 
perils to England, despite the eighty-ton 
guns andthe valor and discipline of the 
hearts of oak. There are forces at work be- 
neath the surface of affairs which, if ARABI 
or EL MEADI can direct or control, will 
set all Asia ablaze. The Mohammedan coun- 
tries, diverse and separate as they may be, 
are really parts of one great who le. Whether 
in Stamboul, in Teheran or in Tripoli, Islam 
turns toward the Caaba at Mecca when it 
prays; Islam looks to the Koran for its law; 
Islam looks to the descendants of the Prophet 
for its leader. In Europe and America 
religion plays no such part as it 
does in the East. Christendom is a word 
which ceased to have a military meaning atter 
the eighth crusade, but the Paynim of 
the Nineteenth century is the Paynim of 
the fourteenth, with the addition of machine 
guns and educated commanders. Mahom- 
medans in every Eastern land long for the 
re-establishment of the Caliphate as a race 
neogenesis which will reseat the faith in the 
unquestioned empire of the Orient. If a 
SALADIN or aGENGHIS KHAN should arise 
these people would foliow him blindly, 
irresistibly against any foe. All the materials 
for a great Arab upheaval are present, have 
been present for years; they wait the hour 
and the man. Those of us who take our no- 
tions of the Eastern man from the indolent 
and sapless Turks who have been camping 
on the Bosphorus since the ruin of the By- 
zantine Empire do injustice tothe Arabs. 
And even the Turks, granted their smal! in- 
tellectual calibre, grapted their treacherous 
and cruel character—even the Turks know 
how to fight. The slopes of Pievna, the gorges 
of-Shipka have proved that statement down 
to the present decade. Behind these Turks 
whom we do know there are countless hordes 
of Arabs, of Georgians, of Curds, of Turco- 
mans, of Persians, of Afghans, of Beloochees, 
of Mohammedan Tartars and Indians; there 
are Bedouios, Fellahin, Berbers; there is the 
Empire of Morocco. Out of these could be 
drafted an army of twenty millions of men, 
with a reserve of twenty millions more to fill 
up the breeches which the most scientific 
slaughter could make in this human wall. 
Recollect that these are not enervated, feeble 
Turks; these arethe children of the ances- 
tors who piled the skull pyramids in the wake 
of Bajazet; this is the blood that roiled once 
before to the very walls of Vienna; these are 
the men who go singing to death, certain of a 
glorious immortality. Looking at the map of 
Asia and Africa, unconsciously we apply our 
Caucasian ideas, and seeing that Islam is cut 
up into petty kingdoms, we consider it an ag- 
gregation of inimical parts rather than what 
it really is, a unit, with temporary differen- 
tiations. Because the Knox KuHor of Roum, 
the Sultan, is despised in Teheran as hearti- 


ly as in London, we fall into the 
error of believing that the two  peo- 
ple can not unite. But there is 


one man who can set the whole Kast ablaze; 
Who can, by the simple lifting of a green rag 
on a flagstaff, and by the proclamation of El 
Jehad, the Holy War, defy all the calculations 
ofthe West. That man is the Sheik-ul-Islam— 
the green rag is the veil of the Prophet. 
Politics have nothing and religion would have 
alltodo withthe war which would follow 
this prociamation. It would be a crusade 
against the infidel; it would call the Moslem 
to win paradise, sword in hand, to bew his 
way through the bodies of the unbelievers 
into a glorious, sensuous immortality. Like 
a trumpet blast would this summons to bat- 
tle ring through Islam. There would 
be arming in Cashmere; there would 
be fierce bugle calls in Bokhara; there 
would be armorers at work among the 
bordes in Siberia; there would be swords 
sharpened for the Moors along the Mediterra- 
nean; the Eut would put itself in motion 
against the West. But the prociamation of 
EI Jehad is a serious thing, which the 
priests will not make until crave necessity 
arises. Many times the Sultans have attempt- 
ed to have the green standard raised; as many 
times they bave been refused. But now the 


the announcement that EL MEHDI has ap- 
peared. In dank Soudan a leader with influ- 
ence enough over the minds of men to be fol - 
lowed by a countless horde has boldly 
claimed that he is the fulfillment of the Mo- 
hammedan prophecy; he is marching down 
the valley of the Nile, and it will not be long 
before he has joined ARABI PaSHA. Every- 
thing depends upon EL MxnDI. If he is a 
born leader, quick, bold, intelligent and un- 
scrupulous, the Mussulmans will rally 
around him. ARABI “PasHA is working 
hard to have the holy war de- 
clared. In his camp to-day green tur- 
pans are as plenty as blackberries. The 
moliahs at Mecca are carrying green 
scarfs over their dresses. In Afghanistan the 
green standard has deen flying for months. 
It needs but the Sheik-ul-Islam to touch off 
the mine, to give the world the grandest race 
upheaval which has been seen since the 
Aryans poured out of the Hindu Koosh to 
the conquest of the earth. 
OA RIOTS RINE SEF AER STRAT — 
THE SCIENCE Of THEFT. 

The late GEORGE F. DOUGHTY, secretary 
of the Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas 
Pacific Railroad Company, left it to be dis- 
covered after his death that he had over- 
issued stock of the company to the amount of 
$404,500, which he had converted to his own 
use. Upon this stock he borrowed from a 
number of parties $336,000, which he investea 
in good securities, with so much wisdom and 
such careful business judgment that they 
are now worth more than their face value. 
An exception to the general rule of embez- 
zlers, he did not squander bis stealings in 
wild speculations, On Change he was con- 
tented with a moderate return upon his 
stolen capital, and he did not waste his sub- 
stance in riotous living, for he was eminently 
amoral man, close aod economical in his 
dealings, feathering his nest judiciously, and 
carrying off the respect of the community as 
well as the money of his employers. So care- 
ful was he and so strictly judicious that 
all the embezzled funds except about 
$5,000 will be recovered, the necessary collat- 
eral being already in his administrator’s 
hands. The swindle was accomplished, as all 
great swindles are, by* the simplest possible 
means. DOUGHTY issued stock of the com- 
pany whenever he saw fit,the whole machinery 
of the issue being in his hands, and he might 
have gone on for fifty years undetected 
had death not come, the great un- 
coverer, and laid bare his dealings 
to the world. As DOUGHTY has done doubt- 
less others have done and are doing. Every 
day we are more and more amazed at the 
exceedingly slipshod way in which the busi- 
ness of great corporations is conducted. 
There seem to be no checks upon dishonesty 
which thieves cannot put aside with con- 
tempt. That a bank, or a railroad of- 
fice or a factory, or a store can be mad 
burglar-proof is an exploded fiction, es 
pecially whenthe burglar is a moral em- 
ploye. And vet this ought not to be 80. 
Strong-boxes are being plundered upon every 
hand and the looted capitalists merely wring 
their hands and wonder how men can be 80 
dishonest.

THE McWILLIAMS CASE. 


A Heated Discussion Between the Coro- 
ner and an Attorney. 


The case of Dr. McWilliams, who stands 
under the charge of manslaughter in the sec- 
ond degree in the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion, came upto-day. Thecrime the Doctor 
is charged with is performing an abortion on 
Gussie Ellergood, the young woman who 
died in the Female Hospital July 2 from 
the effectstof poisonous medicines and instru- 
ments. It was charged at the time that Dr. 
McWilliams committed the maipractice, and 
the girl made this statement to attendants in 
the hospital. At the inquest held on the 
young woman, a bundle of letters which were 
found in her effects gave some clue to her fall 


andthe person who had caused her ruin. 
Filled with gush and nonsense were some 
twenty-five letters from a young railroad 
man named Henry J. Pate to Mies Ellergood. 
They gave ahistory of the man’s relations 
withthe woman, and in many instances 
showed that for moral depravity Pate has 
seldom been equaled. Although married, he 
led his victim to believe that he was not, and 
that he entertained for her a lively and 
passionate love. In several of the letiers he 
asked her for money, and it is believed that 
she furnished him with funds at different 
times. At the conclusion of the inquest Dr. 
McWilliam, was held on thefcharge of man- 
slaughter and required to give bond for a pre- 
liminary hearing in the Court of Criminal 
Correction. he witnesses at the 
inquest were Dr. Schenk, the superinten- 
cent of the Female Hospital, and a nurse. 
Upon the testimony of t two the Doctor 
was held. The man Pate was hunted up aud 
eee and it was thought that he would be 
eld as an accessory, but after lying in the 
hold-over at the Four Courts fora few days 
be was taken into the Police 
Court under a charge of carrying concealed 
weapons and diecharged. The case against 
thealleged abortionist has appeared on the 
docket several times and has been laid over.

THE THEATER MATINEE. 


A Hot-Bed ot Corruption—It Should 
Be Abolished. 
@From IByrnes's Dramatic Times. 


If any of our readers, curious enough to 
see for themselves, will look over the infa- 
mous Personals“ which Mr. Bennett allows 
to disficure his otherwise great journal, the 
will see that the matinee the scene of al- 
most all the illicit meetings which are there 
referred to. If, again, any of our readers 
will care to go further, and ask, say Capt. 
Williams, where may be the most notorious 
rendezvous of all that is vile and criminal, 
that excellent police officer will say the mati- 
nee. 

There is no doubt whatever that at most of 
our theaters the matinee serves as a safe cov - 
er for intrigues that are indescribable. The 
criminal classes, which are busy when honest 
men and honest women go to the theater, 
find in the matinee their only opporiunity for 
theatrical erjoyment. Look carefully through 
a matinee audience at any theater, and, if you 
are a man of the world, you will be astonish- 
ed at the preponderance of the brazen ele- 
ment in society. It has taken some years to 
make the matinee what it is, but no one who 
has any knowledge of facts will seek to deny 
wbat we advance. We do not say that no 
respectable men and women go to matinees. 
What we do say is, that they are not in the 
majority, and that they come principally from 
the country—to be corruptedin nota few 
instances, This is a rather bold assertion, 
but itis provable. Menagers know it. Some 
ot,them know, too, that they catered toa 
disreputable element at their matinees, and 
have boldly sought such patronage d issuing 
special tickets for the purpose—“‘ladies tick- 
ets,” as they are called. 

There are thousands of ladies in this city, 
inveterate theater-goers, too, who would not 
de seen at matinee. There are many thou- 
sands of husbands and fathers who will not 
permit their wives and daughters to go to 
matinee. They abhor and, perhaps, fear the 
matinee as they would a pest-house, and 
they have cause to do 80. A woman who 
goes to the theater with ber natural pro- 
tector is, a8 a rule, safe. But natural pro- 
tectors are busy down town at matinee hours. 
Such men as are not busy at this hour of the 
day are, as a rule, hardly desirable com- 
pacious in the next seat for a lady who may 
be alone, or in company with another of her 
own sex. If ladies would tell all — have 
had to suffer in this way from rascally ad- 
venturers, husbands would be more chary 
how they permitted them to go to a theater 
unattended, even ia broad daylight. 

For some vears the popularity of matinees, 
judged from the average receipts, has been 
on a constant decline. This decrease of pat- 
ronage will continue until the time comes 
when matinees will be abandoned except in 
the case of certain female stars who are pop- 
ular with their sex. The Wednesday mati- 
nee is a hollow sham. Managers of first-class 
theaters would have given it up long ago 
Were it not that it entails no expense. What- 
ever comes in is profit. 

There is no method that cam be devised to 
make the matinee clean. The manager, strive 
as he may, cannot refuse admission even to 
people whom he 7 2 of being disreputa- 
ble. It is doubtfulifhe would if be could, 
on the ground that their money is as good as 
any one’s else. But at evening performances 
(hese people are not dangerous, because few; 
at matinees, knowing their surroundings, 
thev flaunt themselves. 

The total abolition of the Matinee would be 
agoodthing. It would not injure the pro- 
fession. Onthecontrary. Beyond doing away 
with the tiresome ordeal of two performances 
in one day, one performance the less in a 
week would not materially interfere with the 
receipts. Desirable patrons would find some 
other time in the week to goto the theater. 
The class that would be deprived is the very 
one the absence of which would be a blessing 
in disguise.

Irving in the United States next jyear “Julius

Tbe work will be mounted even more magnifi- 
cently than when it was produced at Booth’s 
Theater. Mr. Irving himself will superin- 
tend the scenic arrangements.

scenery. The American manager 
will be assisted in regard to the

McGarrahan Still on Hand. 
From a Wasbin,ton Letter. 

One of the most famous of the multitude of 
claims before Congress is that of William 
McGarrahan, or Billy“ McGarrahan, as 
those who * the Capitol have learned 
to call him. He has been pressing his claim 
for about fifteen years, and previously had 
advocated it before the Interior Department 
for seven years, making twenty-two years in 
all. McGarrahan was a well-to-do Wine and 
brandy dealer in San Francisco, In Decem- 
ber, 1857, Vicente P. Gomez. a Mexican citi- 
zen, who had obtained in 1844 from the Mex- 
ican Governor of Upper California a tract of 
land containing four equare leagues, known 
as the Rancho Panoche Grande, sold the same 
to McGarrahan for $1,100. The story has 
many interesting features too long to be told 
in tuis connection. The New Idria Mining 
Company, squatters upon the property, have 
given poor McGarpahan no rest. The claim- 
antis now almost an old man. Day after 
day he has frequented the Capitol, doing what 
he can in his cause. He has always succeed- 
ed in getting a majority repert of the Com- 
mittee on Land Ctaims favorable to his claim 
in every Congress.

COUNTERFEITING. 


—— 


Shovers of the Queer — Their Vo- 
cation and Destination. 


Some Noted Bank Note Counterfeiters— 
Statistical—A Risky Calling. 


„Money makes the mare go” is an old and 
homely adage, with which nearly everybody 
is familiar. Unscrupulous and unprincipled 
persons frequently endeavor to accelerate 
the mare’s speed by making and uttering 
spurious and counterfeit money. Be- 
fore the time paper money was used as a 
medium for commercial transacttions re- 
presenting gold and silver counterfeiting was 
not much practiced. The difficulty of mak- 
ing any sort of good imitation 
of gold and silver has prevented 
these two values from being used in this 
way. When the volume of money was swell- 
ed by the issuance of paper the counterfeiter 
began bis work. Although great care is 
taken and the finest material and the most 
skilled workmen employed in its 
manufacture, spurious money in large 


quantities has been made and passed. In or- 
der to prevent this bogus article spreading 
great care is taken at Washington to have all 
counterfeits publisned and the people well 
informed of their issue. In spite of all these 
precautions a good deal of it is taken and cir- 
culated. 

A Post-DisPpaTcH reporter happened to 
meet a counterfeit money detector at Hotel 
Barnum yesterday named F. M. Rooks, and 
of the family of that name, four of whom 
have followed the business of detecting 
counterfeit money. A pleasant conversation 
ensued, during which an experience of a 
long period was recited. “The idea of a man 
being able to detect bad money from good 
unless he has instruction is very preposter- 
ous, and 1 will show you why,” he said. Here 
he pulled out a thick bunch of bills running 
from ones to one hundreds in denomination. 
With great rapidity be selected the good 
money from the bad. Upon examining both 
piles to an inexperienced eye it wouid all 
look good. Outof several thousand dollars 
only twenty dollars of it was good money. 
The amount of spurious money which isin 
circulation is very great, and even bank 
tellers are often at fauit. 

Mr. R6oks related | the following about 
noted counterfeiters. One of the greatest 
English queer-shovers and forgers was Henry 
Faurtelroy. He was a banker in London, 
and was apprehended the 10th of Septemoer, 
1824, and executed November 30th of the 
same year. A counterfeiter named J. C. 
Anderson, alias Johnston, did some very suc- 
cessful work as a counterfeiter. He was 
finally arrested by a Government detective in 
Toronto, Canada, July 15, 1880. Anderson’s 
record is a very interesting one. He was born 
in England, was an engraver by trade, 72 
years of age, height five feet seven inches, 
gray hair, keen blue eyes, smart and active in 
his manner and weighing only one hundred 
and thirty-five pounds. He has been a coun- 
terfeit engraver for over forty-five years. He 
served a term in the Indiana Penitentiary, 
also one in the Ohio Penitentiary, for making 
epurious money. He had five sons 
and two daughters. Two of the sons 
are now in prison in this country for passing 
$5 legal tender counterfeit notes. The plates 
were all captured by the detectives and con- 
sisted of $5 plates, $10 plates on an Ontario 
bank, 55 on the Canadian Bank of Commerce, 
$5 on the Bank of British North America, $4 
on the Dominion Bank and 51 on the Domin- 
ion of Canada. Over half a million dollars 
of the counterfeit issue onthe British North 
American Bank were used in the purchase of 
fursin the Northwestern Territories some 
years ago, and many of the same bilis are 
now in circulation. 

The circumstances surrounding the arrest 
of Anderson are these: On the 10th of June, 
1880, it was reported to the detectives that an 
old man had been arrested for passing 
‘‘coney”? on the bank in Unionville,§a small 
town near Toronto. The idea occurred to 
him that it might be the man for whom he 
had been looking for so long. He went to 
him andcharged him with being Anderson. 
He replied, “I know, Mr. Murray, you know 
wholam.’”? The plates were captured where 
they were hidden in the roots of a tree. 
Anderson now sojourns in a penitentiary. 

Pete McCartney, Jobn Ballard, Charles 
Ulrich, Charles Biebusch and John B. Doyle, 
who was recently sent tothe Penitentiary in 
Joliet, III., were noted counterfeiters. Brock- 
away, in Brooklyn, is said to be the best suc- 
cess at making and uttering counterfeit 
mbney.

On account of their skill the more expert 
men have been able to dictate their terms to 
the Government officials, and in the case of 
Brockaway, long a notorious man, he is now 
at liberty in his home in Brooklvn, N. V. To 
give some idea of the number of arrests made 
and the magnitude of the business, a few 
statistics from the report of the secret ser- 
vice division of the United States will be 
taken. For the fiscal year ending June 3, 
1881, the total number ot arrests made by de- 
tectives and local authorities for passing 
counterfeit money were 155; for dealing in 


counierfeit money, 16; for dealing in 
and passing it, 4; for making 
ii, 12; having in possession and 


passing it, 19. Thetotal number of arrests 
during the year aggregated 297. Sixty-nine of 
those arrested were convicted and sentenced. 
There were captured eleven plates for Treas- 
ury notes and eight on national banks. They 
ranged from $1,000 bonds to $100 bills.

The balls run in two slender tracks, which 
are arranged above the counter in front of the 
salesman, onetocarry the, balisthe other to 
return them, both properly inclined.

A ballis placed in the elevator, (the 
bottom of which inclines towards the 
track) and is held in place by a movable 
lever. The elevator is then raised a 
little above the upper track dy a cord. 
A simple device lifts the lever and the ball rolls 
out on a short track hung ona pivot, which 
tips down bythe weight of the ball to the 
main track, giving the former sufficient impe- : 
tus to carry it speedily forward on its journey 
to the cashier. The balis are hollow, of course, 
to hold the money, and are made in hemis- 
pheres. They lock firmly together by a slot 
and catch-pin, and upon the inside of each 
half there is a tin disk with aspiral spring be- 
neath it, bothof which press towards the 
center, and keep the center of gravity in the 
middie of the bal} when the money is in it; 
otherwise it would not roll evenly. The cash- 
ier receives the ball, opens it, makes the 
change and places the ball uponthe return 
spout leading to the counter from which it 


came. Each line can have from one to nine 
stations, and as there is but one return track 
for all these stations some method must be 
provided to have each bail stop only where 
it should. The switch which performs this 
service is one of the most ingen 
ious devices of the whole system. At every 
station a section of the track abont eighteen 
inches long is detached and hung upon a pivot 
piaced about six inches from the rear end. and 
the section thus detached is loaded with a 
piece of metal at the rear end, underneath 

heavy enough to bring it back into place after 
ithastipped. This section of the track is held 
in position by a hook, which catches on toa 
latch, and it the latch is moved an eighth of an 
iuch while à ball is in iront of the pivot the 
weight of the former causes the section of 
track to tip und the ball rolisdown the incline 
into the box intended for its reception. The 
ingenuity of the device consists in making 
each ball move the latch at its own station 

and tip its own piece of track, and po other. 
This is done very simply by having the bails 
for each station vary in diameter, those com- 
ing nearest to the cash desk being the | t. 
An a@justable. lever projects over the track, 
that at the first station being just high enough 
to allow the balls for that station to tonch it 
slightly, wbich opens the latch, allows the 
track to tip and the ball to go into its own 
box. Each bail is made an eighth of an inch 
less in diameter than its predecessor, and it 
can be easily seen that no ball wil! touch a 
lever until it comes to the one adjusted to its 
diameter.
